Applicant petitions for revival of the above application. Applicant previously petitioned 
for withdrawal of the holding of abandonment and conditionally petitioned for revival which 
petition was denied on August 14, 2003. This renewed petition is made within two months of 
the denial of the prior petition.

Applicant's previous petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment was based on 
Applicant's failure to receive the communication listed as mailed on August 23, 2002.

Accordingly, Applicant is unable to provide a response to that 
communication, and requests that a copy of the communication be provided in response to this 
Petition along with a reopening of the response time. Applicant further submits that since it was 
unaware of the August 23, 2002 letter, the entire delay from the due date for the reply and to the 
date of this petition was unavoidable.
